Sketch Gives an Idea of the Pro¬ 
posed Building 

The Advocate reproduces today a 
sketch of the front elevation of the 
Memorial Hall being erected by the 
local branch of the Canadian Legion. 
The building is two storeys, with 
semi-basement, and; has been ar¬ 
ranged so that every floor will be 
utilized to the very best advantage. 

The rear of the basement will be 
used exclusively for beer service, and 
the front will be fitted with shower 
baths, dressing rooms, etc. The first 
floor is laid out with lounge, card, 
and reading rooms, auditorium and 
gmynasium, and quarters for the 
steward. The second floor is given, 
over entirely to residential quarters 
for the members, and these will be 
equipped with all modem conveni¬ 
ences. When completed this will be 
one of the best equipped clubs in the 
province. 

The boys deserve great credit for 
their ambitious project, which shoald 
contribute in no small degree in giv¬ 
ing the youth of Vulcan and district 
the facilities for physical training to 
which they are entitled, and which 
they will no doubt take advantage 
of, as witness the recent gymnastic 
display by the Tuxis boys and the 
record of the junior hockey team last 
winter.

ALBERTA SETTLERS PAYING 


. “So far this has been the best year 
we have ever had in Southern Alber¬ 
ta,” declared Walter S. Woods, dis¬ 
trict superintendent, of the land set¬ 
tlement branch, with the regard to 
the collection of money owed to the 
Dominion government by soldier set¬ 
tlers, and others taking out Domin¬ 
ion land from the settlement branch.

Early seeded wheat b now in the 
shot blade in many sections of the 
province and all grains are making 
rapid and vigorous grouth, according 
to the telegraphic reports received on 
Friday by the department of agri¬ 
culture, for the fourth fortnightly 
crop report of the season. The entire 
province has benefited by the rains 
which have been general during the 
past two weeks, and the setback 
which crops in some areas received as 
a result of delayed germination is 
rapidly being recovered although some 
fields are somewhat patchy. Warm 
growing weather is now the most 
abundant supply of moisture. 

Never in the history of the province 
has a crop , been sown under better 
conditions as far as high quality of 
seed and treatment for disease are 
concerned, and never has more con¬ 
certed action been taken to keep fields 
free frcm noxious weeds. 

Conditions are reported generally 
to be ideal for breaking and summer¬ 
fallowing, and the opinion is express¬ 
ed that the acreage of new land 
brought under cultivation this season 
will again be record proportions. 

Some seven thousand acres’ have 
been seeded to sugar beets in the 
southern part of tile province, and of 
this acreage fully one-third is report¬ 
ed to be showing a perfect stand, 
with the remainder giving promise of 
a good average crop. 

Cutting of alfalfa and sweet clover 
has commenced in the south but has 
been interupted to some extent by the 
rains. Very local hail damage is re¬ 
ported in one or two districts, but 
crops in the effected areas are mak¬ 
ing good recovery. Practically no in¬ 
sect injury to crops has accrued with 
the exception of the appearance of 
wireworms in some northern districts 

Crops in the Peace River country 
are well advanced and in view of the 
increased acreage under crop this 
year in the north, conditions gener¬ 
ally are considered promising for 
heavy grain shipments hext fall and 
winter.

Interesting Article from the Post 
Intelligence)’ of Seattle Giving Coin-, 

parisons of Railway Rates as be¬ 
tween Canada and U.S. 

By E. B. Fussell 

Nate J. Hunt, who farmed thirty 
; years ago in the Palouse prior to 
moving to Naton, Alberta, ten years 
ago, and is still a citizen of the 
; United States, nevertheless feels that 
Canada has done more to solve the 
farm relief problem than the United 
States, he made it plain in testimony 
1 1 at the interstate commerce commiss¬ 
ion hearing yesterday. 

“If I had a boy twenty-one • years 
old,’’said Hunt, “I’d certainly recom¬ 
mend him settling in Canada, that is, 
if he was going to farm.” 

Two freight reductions on wheat 
have been put in effect in the last 
three years, Hunt said, and he can 
ship his grain from Nanton to Van¬ 
couver, 700 miles, for a lower rate 
than the rate for 300 miles from Col¬ 
fax to Portland. 

His taxes, he added, range from 
$38 to $45 per quarter section in Can¬ 
ada, as compared with $140 to $160 
in the Palouse, his land is cheaper, 
he can raise more bushels per acre 
and has to summer fallow only once 
in three years, as against every other 
year in the Palouse. Labpr costs, he 
said, are about the same in Canada 
as in the United States. 

Hunt’s testimony, the opening gun 
of the battle of Inland Empire farm¬ 
ers to win sharp reductions in their 
freight rates to the Pacific Coast, 
was received only after railroad 
attorneys had voiced fervent objec¬ 
tions. 

C. T. Vandenover, representing 
Southern Minnesota Mills, and Frank 
Townsend of the Minneapolis Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, liUrthis instance 
lined up with tlmrtFarrriers. Following 
the Inland Emjnre case they also ex¬ 
pect to contend for lower eastbound 
rates, comparable with the low rates 
in Canada. 

R. J. Hagman, representing the 
transcontinental railroads, contended 
that the senate resolution gave the 
commission authority to examine the 
Canadian rates, but not general farm¬ 
ing conditions in Canada. 

Thereafter the elderly farmer gave 
his testimony under a running fire of 
objections, efr.cept for his testimony 
as -to lower taxes in Canada, to which 
the carriers interposed no protests 
whatever. 

Earlier in thg proceedings the rail¬ 
roads had announced that if they 
were required to pay no more 
taxes than the Canadian lines they 
would not merely be willing to meet 
Canadian grain rates, but would haul 
wheat free of charge. 

Vandenover cited the resolution 
passed by the United States senate 
just prior to its ajournment directing 
the commission to investigate Can¬ 
adian wheat rates, as authorizing the ‘ 
commission to receive Hunt’s testi¬ 
mony. 

Hunt said about half the farmers 
in his district came from the United 
States, and that none, to his know- 
has returned. 

Hunt said his freight rate was 21 
cents for a haul of approximately 
700 miles to Vancouver, and 27 cents 
for a haul approximately 1,250 miles 
to Fort William, at the eastern end 
of the line. Because of the difference 
in freight rates, and because the 
Vancouver market is generally slight¬ 
ly better, farmers prefer to ship there 
he said. But often, he added, conges¬ 
tion at the Vancouver end made it 
necessary to move- wheat eastward. 

Practically every railroad operating 
west of Chicago and representatives 
of the Middle Western railroad com¬ 
missions took part in the examination 
of Hunt, the first direct witness com¬ 
paring Canadian farming conditions 
with those in the United States since 
the Hoch Smith investigation was in¬ 
stituted. 

As result of the recent senate reso¬ 
lution, virtually all the Western 
states, seeking lower grain rates, 
except to cite the Canadian rate 1 sit¬ 
uation as an argument for reductions 
in tjie United States, it was indicated. 

R. S. Somerville, editor of the Cal-' 
gary Albertan is now the editor of 
the Calgary Herald, and G. E. Leigh¬ 
ton of the Regina Post is the manag¬ 
ing editor of the Albertan.

ALBERTA FINANCES 

The highly satisfactory condition 
of Alberta’s finances is reflected in 
the announcement during the past 
week by Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial 
treasurer, that the treasury of the 
province has a surplus of $279,763.13 
at the end of the fiscal year on 
March 31, 1928. According to the 
official estimates the government ex¬ 
pected to report a surplus for that 
period of only some $46,515.31 and 
the improved showing at the end of 
the fiscal year is felt to be cause for 
considerable satisfaction. At the end i 
of the calendar year, December 31st j 
last, the interim statements showed 
a deficit of $215,980.33. This has not 
only been absorbed in the Interval ! 
but has been turned into a very sub-j 
stantial surplus when the accounts for 
the completed ( fiscal period are avail-! 
able. In future the accounts will all 
run to the end of March, in twelve j 
month periods, this being the first 
year under the new financial system.
